Vigorous Speeches—Sensible Reso­ 
lutions — M ethods A d vise d — 
Perm anent O rganization. 


A WITNESS ON THE STAND. 


One of the constant arguments of the 
Nev.- York and Boston press against the 
restriction of Chinese immigration is that 
it v.ill injure our commercial relations 
w ith China. 
T hat is to say, because we 
do not adm it the Chinese serf, therefore 
the Government of China will retaliate by 
such commercial restrictions upon us as 
will cut short our trade with that country. 
We have already shown that sentimental 
reasons seldom, if ever, enter into trade 
code -. 
China will buy where she can buy 
to best advantage, and perm it those to sell 
w ithin her domain who can sell to theliest 
advantage for China. 
But if we waive the 
suggestion that we cannot allied to barter 
the American system of civilization and 
independency for trade with any country 
whatever, we still can point to the fact 
that there is no such consideration in the 
Chinese mind as our Eastern contem[xe- 
raries fear, and that in truth the Chinese 
Government does not care a rush whether 
we exclude laborers or not. 
()n Wednes­ 
day the R e c o r d - U n i ó n published an in­ 
terview had by one of its corjis with 
Coloind Comstock, a gentleman of broad 
experience, who has just returned from 
China, and whose opportunities for ob­ 
servation and for fathoming the Chinese 
policy have been of the best. 
After 
reciting his experiences as to travel in 
China and the low condition of the masses, 
he says:

I learn ed abso* 
lately n o th in g in C hina ulxrut th e W yom ing 
m assacre ex cep t w iiat I read in th e papers from 
hom e. If all A m erica w ere closed tig h tly against 
Chinese im m igration to m o rro w , a n d a ll th e 
C hinam en now h ere w ere n ex t m o n th landed 
in H ongkiug, th e event w ould scarcely produce 
a ripple upon th e surface o f everyday’ attain, in 
C hina. 
O utside a sm all m ercan tile circle in 
each o f th e lead in g ports, th ese m atters are 
n e v er discussed, a n d T assure you th e iieoplc are 
positively indifferent about them . 
He found tire C hinese indifferent as to 
th e fate of any of th e ir own num ber; life 
is at a discount there, and there is little or 
no care to save it when in peril, since the 
res tier of an o th er is thereby m ade charge­ 
able w ith the m aintenance of the rescued. 
The Colonel, whose business brought him 
into close relation w ith th e business peo­ 
ple of C hina and w ith G overnm ent offi­ 
cials, informed our reporter th at he had 
never heard 
the question of retaliation 
even suggested or m entioned, and th at no 
idea, so far as iie could discover, was enter­ 
tained at all among the influential or any 
o th er classes, th at the exclusion of a few 
Chinese from th e 
U nited States would 
have, or ought to have, any influence w hat­ 
ever upon trade. 
Indeed, th e Colonel was 
surprised th at any |>eople here should im ­ 
agine th a t such a th in g enters into busi­ 
ness considerations at all, nor could he sec 
how it could have any influence. 
T here 
m ight 1) 0 a.few houses engaged in fitting 
out em igrants, who would, we can con­ 
ceive, 'oe affected by th e lim itin g o f im m i­ 
gration, hut it is unreasonable to supjiose 
th at these j>coplc would at all influence the 
policy of th eir G overnm ent. 
But if it be 
adm itted th a t our com m ercial relations 
would sutler, it is better th a t they should, 
th an that the Am erican la lo r elem ent be 
degraded to th e level of the C hinese wage-

T he m eeting th at assem bled at T urner 
Ilall last evening, for the purpose of con­ 
sidering th e Chinese problem and devising 
m eans for the am elioration of the present 
deplorable condition of th e laboring ele­ 
m ent, was one of the largest, m ost en th u ­ 
siastic and representative gatherings of 
business m en, m echanics an d laborers th at 
ever convened in this city. 
Long before 
th e hour of 7 arrived the street in front of 
the hall was crowded w ith people, and the 
sidew alks on either side were thronged 
w ith citizens, who were w aiting anxiously 
for the doors to be opened so thatf they 
could secure a place in th e hall. T here 
was no noisy dem onstration, no discussing 
of the objects of the m eeting, hu t they 
were a quiet and orderly body o f m en, 
m any of whom were unable to procure 
work, and who were anxious to hear w hat, 
if anything, the m eeting w ould or could 
do to im prove th eir condition. 
A t 7:15 
the doors were opened, and the crowd 
rushed in pell-m ell. 
In lessthan five m in­ 
utes standing room could not be obtained, 
and it is safe to say that it was th e largest 
gathering that ever assem bled in the hall.

alm ost im possible to cope w ith th e crying 
evil. 
Chinese are em ployed everyw here 
throughout the State, and in all "sorts of 
business. 
In California we have 100.000 
Chinese who are usurping the places in the 
labor m art that properly belong to our boys 
and girls. They are earning the wages th at 
you should have, and w hich would help 
school your children and keep the wolf 
from the door. 
[A pplause.] We m ust put 
our shoulder to the wheel, and he united as 
one m an. 
O ur actions should be such as 
become patriots, and not politicians, a n d as 
patriots we should preserve this heritage, 
and hand it down to posterity as our fore- 
taiheisgave it. 


HOW IT CAN BE DONE. 
The speaker said he had conceived a 
plan which, in his judgm ent, if adopted, 
would throttle and kill out this curse in a 
very few m onths. Congress had been u n ­ 
able to handle the subject, although it has 
been brought before it repeatedly. 
By 
such m eetings as this to-night, California 
can show Congress th at we m ean business, 
m ean to act w ithin an d by the law, and in 
course of tim e m ake it so unhealthy for 
the C hinam an that he will prefer to re ­ 
m ain in his Asiatic hom e. 
[Applause.] 
W e can organize the entire State of Cali­ 
fornia as Sacram ento is organized to-night, 
have m eetings called throughout the State 
at the county seat o f every county an d in 
every city and town, and adopt resolutions 
and flood Congress w ith them . H ave them 
at the sam e tim e elect delegated to a State 
Convention, to be held here or in San 
Francisco, for the purpose of devising 
m eans or bringing about m easures that 
w ill accomplish the desired end. 
Let 
those delegates pledge th eir constituents 
upon their sacred honor th at a C hinam an 
shall not he em ployed by a m an, woman 
or child in this State after sixty days’ tim e ; 
that after th at date no C hinam an need ap­ 
ply for any position, he it good, bad or in ­ 
different, and this Chinese problem is 
solved. 
T heir places shall be filled with 
w hite labor, a n d 'th e cry for labor will no 
longer be heard in the land. 
[Im m ense 
applause and cries of “ Good, good!’’] 
It 
w il1, under those conditions, be a desire 
upon th e part of the Chinese to leave Cali­ 
fornia, instead of com ing here, and thus, 
w ithin th e pale of the law and w ith its as­ 
sistance. we can throw defiance in the face 
of Congress. 
If, after the sixty days, w hite 
m en are found who will persist in em ­ 
ploying Chinese, boycott them . [ Applause.] 
Refuse to trade w ith th e m erchant who 
em ploys them in any way. or offers for 
sale an article m anufactured in whole or 
part by them . 
Do no t tiad c w ith the 
Chinese fish peddler. 
Do not patronize 
th e laundry ru n by th e Chinese. 
Let no 
vegetables "grown or handled by them find 
their way into your kitchen. 
Do n ot wear 
slippers "or shoes m ade by them , no m atter 
w hether on Jackson street, in San F ran ­ 
cisco, or on I street, in Sacram ento. 
Boy­ 
cott every m other son of them , and boycott 
w ith the greatest severity th e m an who will 
I ers >t in offering their w ares for sale. You 
poor people, and 
there are 
m any of 
you 
here 
to-night, 
patronize 
those 
sam e 
Chinese 
peddlers 
to a 
great 
degree, and 
are yourselves responsible 
in a great m easure for th e evils you so 
loudly com plain of. 
If you m ean to bo 
honest in w hat you assert, stop i t : stop it 
at once. 
Drive forth the m an who will 
persist, in th e face of th e entreaties of the 
laborer, to employ Chinese, a s you do th e 
leper from your presence. D on’t tra d e w ith 


th e C hinam an, directly or indirectly, and ¡ 
you will be successful. 
I believe "firmly ¡ 
th at this question can be speedily and 
peacably settled in this m anner in from 
sixty to ninety days. 
1 do not believe in, 
and no good citizen w ill indorse the in ­ 
cendiary rem arks of those who propose to 
proceed upon C hinatow n w ith a torch in 
one hand and a shotgun in th e other. Those 
are the speeches and 
utterances m ade 
by demagogues. 
W e have a law w hich 
extends 
a 
protecting 
hand 
over 
all. 
T he 
Chinese 
are 
protected 
in 
th eir lives and property as well as we. 
M any w ould like to—and we don’t blam e 
you for th at feeling—tunnel under C hina­ 
town and blow it to perdition w ith d yna­ 
m ite. 
T hat is not a wise course to pursue. 
T hat is not a way to convince the people 
in th e East o f the justification of our claim 
for Congressional relief. 
Y’ou m ust obey 
th e law, and if you don’t do it you will be 
m ade to do it. [Applause.] 
Let us work 
together harm oniously, refuse to employ 
the Mongol, and, by th e grace of the good 
Lord, in a very short tim e the clim ate of 
California will become so tropical that the 
Chinese will em igrate. They will go w ith­ 
out being told to git. 
[Applause.] 
The 
Chinese laundries all over the city m ust 
give way. 
I read an article in th e K ec- 
o e d -ITn io n this m orning stating the fact 
th a t a 
large num ber of women were 
anxiously asking for the patronage that Is 
now enjoyed by the Chinese wash-houses. 
H onest m en, I appeal to you to aid these 
wom en in this cause, and 
do no t wear 
linen washed by th e heathen. 
Resolve, 
here and now, th at you will in the future 
give your w ashing "to w orthy people of 
your own race, an d you will find th at you 
have taken one step in the direction of 
Chinese expulsion ; transfer your fish trade 
to a w hite b ovor m an, and you have taken 
a n o th e r: buy your vegetables of a w hite 
m an, and you have taken a third step, and 
th at m eans throw ing out of em ploym ent 
in this city m ore th an 300 C hinam en. W ill 
you do it ? 
[A pplanse, and cries of “ Y es! 
yes !”] 
You have not only displaced these 
Chinese, but you have given work to an 
equal num ber of w hite m en. women, girls 
and boys. 
Y ou m ust be u p a n d doing, 
With a h e a rt for an y fate. 
S till ach iev in g , still pursuing. 
L earu tune to labor a n d to w ait. 
Joseph Steffens, President of the Board 
of Trade, was the next speaker. 
Ho said 
it was a question of great im portance and 
one that affected alike all classes. 
H e said 
he was brought up in the W est, w here he 
was taught to believe th at th is was the 
nation for the oppressed o f every country. 
Since he cam e to California and 
hail 
noticed tlie evils constantly arising from 
th e effects o f th e influx of Chinese he had 
changed his m ind som ew hat, liad departed 
from his early teachings to this extent, 
that he firiuiy believed that a m an who 
could not becom e a citizen of the X’nited 
States had no business litre. 
[Im m ense 
applause.] T he quicker th at class of in ­ 
dividuals gets away from here the better. 
T hat the people of this country have subm it­ 
ted to this evil so long and patiently, dem ­ 
onstrates the stability of our governm ent. 
T he evil now com plained of has existed 
for m any years, but latterly they have se­ 
cured a m onopoly o f som e lines, and are 
getting in the way of w hite labor. 
The 
latter is being crowded to the w all, and it 
is th eir cry for relief th at has caused this 
assem blage here to-night. 
T he only way 
to get rid of them is to keep th e ball roll­ 
ing; never let up on this question until 
the desired end is accom plished. 
I say 
Congress can afford relief. 
If they have 
gone so far as to say, “ Y ou sh an ’t send 
labor here,” they can say not a C hinam an 
can come here. 
[Im m ense applause. 
A 
voice, “ Y’ou hire C hinam en."] 
Yes, I em ­ 
pty one C hinam an and fifteen w hite m en. 
If I could get a w hite m an to take th at 
C hinam an’s place he would not now be in 
m y employ. 
H . 
B. Nielsen, Street Com m issioner, was 
the n ex t speaker. 
H e heartily indorsed 
the sentim ents uttered by the preceding 
speakers. 
H e had lived in California th ir­ 
ty-six years, and in all th at tim e had never 
em ployed a C hinam an, “ and so help m e 
Goii I never w ill.” 
T here w ould be no 
C hinam en in the State, he said, if all w hite 
m en ignored them as did he. 
W ere it not 
for the Chinese, he claim ed th at the placer 
gold m ines throughout the State w ould to­ 
day support a large population. 
H e said 
they were a curse that had blighted the 
State. 
H e said the hydraulic m ines were 
owned by foreign capital, w ho used Chinese 
labor to destroy th e rivers and bays of Cali­ 
fornia. 
H e hoped th e m ovem ent now 
started w ould he pushed forw ard until the 
C hinam an w ould becom e a th in g of the 
past. 
A. 
S. H opkins said he appeared as a 
business m an. 
W e w ant to show you that 
as business m en we are not in favor of 
Chinese labor. 
Speaking for him self he 
said lie never em ployed them . H e believed 
in som e action like th at recom m ended by 
Mr. Clarken, and not as O’D onnell advo­ 
cated, to proceed against the heathen w ith 
fire and sw ord. 
W hatever we do let it be 
done peaceably and in accordance with 
law. 
lie urged w orkingm en to stop trad­ 
ing with the Chinese. 
H e s a id there were 
fully 1,000 C hinam en em ployed as cooks, 
servants, gardeners, cham berm aids, etc., in 
the residences, 
hotels, restaurants 
and 
saloons in this city. 
The people who em ­ 
ploy them w ill, w hen they are forced by 
its unpopularity, discharge them and your 
w ork is in a great m easure accomplished. 
D avid Lubin was the n ext speaker. 
H e 
read a long address. T he concluding re­ 
m arks w ere: 
A new system of slavery was brought 
into existence right here on the Pacific 
coast—a slavery m ore degrading, m ore de­ 
hum anizing than th at of th e South. There 
are degrees even in evil-doing, for w hen we 
com pare the slave system of the South 
with th at o f the Chinese we shall find the 
Southern system was the m ore hum ane of 
the two, for w here w ill we find Southern 
planters im porting wom en for the p u r­ 
poses of prostitution ? 
It 
is 
because 
we w ant no slavery 
th at 
we 
w ant 
the Chinese to 
go 
hack 
to 
China. 
A nother and even m ore serious reason 
stands in the way of the adm ission of the 
Chinese into this country. 
A llied by cus­ 
tom . religion and instinct to the habits of 
their country, they do not assim ilate w ith 
the people of th is country. 
Am erica opens 
its doors to all who desire to share in 
its blessings of freedom ; 
hut it asks 
in 
retu rn 
the 
aid 
and 
co-opera­ 
tion 
of 
all 
to 
help 
guide 
the 
ship of State. 
A ll w ho enjoy her bless­ 
ings are expected to stand ready to defend 
this, our com m on country, and, if neces­ 
sary. to sacrifice life and property in her 
defense. 
W ill th e C hinam an do th is? 
If 
he cannot, th en he is not w anted here. 
The preservation 
and 
perpetuation of 
this noble republic depends not so m uch 
upon the support of the very few extrem e­ 
ly rich as upon the m illions of wage- 
earners; 
and all who 
work, w hether 
banker or laborer, are wage-earners. 
It is 
this great body w ho cast the vote, deciding 
thereby the destiny of the people. 
It is 
this 
great 
body 
w ho 
furnish 
the 
arm ies in 
tim e 
of need. 
It is 
this 
great body w ho fight the battles for the 
cause of liberty. 
It behooves us, therefore, 
in shaping the course of events, to so shape 
that the dignity of labor he upheld—that 
there will be no necessity for the freem an 
to compete with the slave. 
Slavery has 
been abolished in the South. 
It should be 
abolished here. 
Nor should we leave this 
task to the charge of the lawless, the dem a­ 
gogue or the blackm ailer. 
Acts of passion 
or 
violence 
will 
only react in 
favor 
of the perpetuation 
of 
th e 
Chinese 
slave 
system . 
Let 
it 
he 
under­ 
stood 
th at 
the people 
of 
this State 
are n ot opposed to the 
adm ission 
of 
the Chinese because they are of yellow 
color, or because they worship according 
to the form of the H indoo religion, or be­ 
cause they wear the Chinese costum e, but 
because we do not w ant, nay, w ill not tol­ 
erate, a system of Chinese slavery. 
Do we 
wish to perpetuate a country consecrated 
from its begining to th e cause of freedom 
and liberty ? Then we m ust abolish slav­ 
ery. 
Do we wish to preserve the integrity 
of this R epublic? 
Then we m ust not 
have slaves com peting w ith our freemen. 
This, the only country in th e world whose 
doors are open to those w ho w ould be free, 
should be closed to those who w ould be 
slaves. 
California harbors no ill will to­ 
wards people who are black or yellow, or 
on 
account of difference in 
religion ; 
we 
object to 
th e 
Chinese 
because 
they 
are slaves. 
Let 
us, 
therefore, 
ask 
the 
Federal 
G overnm ent 
to 
abrogate the treaty w ith China. 
Let us ask 
to be relieved from a people w ho to us are 
ol no political value, and m ay in tim e 
prove to lie a serious political evil to the 
U nited States. 
Let us ask to be relieved 
from a system of slavery whose presence 
robs labor of its dignity and just rew ard : 
whose influence tends to degrade political 
and social virtue. 
If the Federal G overn­ 
m ent will not heed our petition, then we 
have still am ple rem edy b r placing this 
question as a jxfiitical issue before the peo­ 
ple of the U nited States. 
T he Pacific coast 
as a political factor cannot be overlooked. 
Let one or the other of th e existing parries 
carry out a m ore vigorous anti-Chinese pol­ 
icy, "and, w hichever party it wiil he, th at 
party will win. 
If neither w ill adept it, 
then th e people of th e Pacific coast can 
start a new party, and th at party w ill w in . 
The great w ar o f th e rebellion was an e m - 
p lia tic d e c la ra tio n th at th e p e o p le o f th is 
country w ant no slavery on American soil. 


D. E. A lexander said he agreed in all 
th at had been said by those preceding him . 
H e w ould go further, however, in boycott- 
ing—would extend it to every one w ho ■ 
rented a C hinam an a house to live in or 
soil to cultivate. 
[A pplause.] 
If he can- 1 
not find a foot of soil to stand upon, he 
m ust of necessity retrace his steps across 
the A tlantic or go east of th e Rockies, j 
w here the people have different ideas re­ 
specting him , and w here he will be re­ 
ceived w ith open arm s. 
H e believed Con- . 
gress could afford relief. 
T hirty years ago 
the people thought Chinese im m igration a 
good thing, for it was then said lie would 
occupy the tule lands of our rivers, reclaim 
them an d cultivate rice and tea. 
T his they 
did not do, bu t entered the field of labor 
and have driven out th e w hite m an. T hat 
they are 
a detrim ent to the country 
no 
m an 
in 
California 
w ill 
deny. 
Once 
the 
E astern 
people 
are folly 
educated in this m atter there will be no 
trouble in securing the aid of Congress in 
abrogating the existing Chinese treaty. 
W hat we w ant is an A ct th at w ill exclude 
them forever. 
T here m ust be no certifi­ 
cates granted allow ing them to return. 
Once a C hinam an leaves th e U nited States 
lie m ust for ever rem ain away. 
T hirty or 
forty thousand retu rn to the Flow ery K ing­ 
dom annually, and th e present Chinese 
population w ould thus he disposed of in a 
very few years. 
F. D. R yan, the next speaker, w hen he 
took the stand, was greeted w ith applause. 
H e said this large dem onstration was in­ 
dicative o f the fact th at the people were 
fully aroused to th e im portance of the 
m atter under discussion, and th at they 
m eant business. 
He said this question 
had been agitated in California for years : 
the people had been laboring honestly and 
endeavoring by all legal m eans for relief 
from the curse. 
It behooves us to keep on 
laboring in this sam e effort to drive the 
Chinese from our shores, and our efforts 
will be crow ned w ith success at no distant 
day. 
O ur Congressmen go pledged to do 
th eir utm ost in th is direction. 
T he bill 
passed five years ago we hoped would give 
us som e relief, hut it has been a failure. 
We m ust unite all over th e 8tate. and let 
California protest as one m an to th e nation. 
Let us render all th e assistance possible to 
our m em bers hi Congress, and in the end 
we m ust succeed. 
A s a race of heathens 
and slaves, we are opposed to 
them . 
Let us drive them out, exclude them 
from com petition in labor circles, so that 
our children and children’s children will be 
enabled to enjoy the 
blessings of our 
glorious land. 
Drive them back to the 
land from w hence they cam e. See that no 
m ore of them are em ployed by yourselves 
or those w ith whom you trade, and you 
accom plish the desired end. T hey cannot 
live upon 
one 
another, and once th e 
patronage of th e w hites is w ithdraw n, 
they will he forced to return to C hina or 
im m igrate to som e point w here they can 
obtain em ploym ent. 
Do as they have 
done in Ireland—boycott, and then w atch 
the result. [Applause.] 
W hy do ifbt the 
Board o f Trustees pass an ordinance ex­ 
cluding them from the city lim its? 
[A p­ 
plause.] 
T heir presence iu our m idst 
is 
a 
disgrace 
to 
our 
civilization. 
W hen a visitor conies to Sacram ento his 
first introduction is Chinatow n. 
Is it a 
sight calculated to injure our city ? It m ost 
certainly is, and should be blotted out. 
If 
the Trustees pass an ordinance stating thut 
Sacram ento iS an 
unhealthy place for 
C hinam en, there w ill be peaceable citizens 
enough w ho are interested in th e M on­ 
gol’s 
health 
to 
see 
to 
it 
th at 
he 
rem oves 
to a place 
m ore 
con­ 
ducive to 
health an d longevity 
than 
the capital city of the great State of Cali­ 
fornia. 
[Laughter.] 
D ischarge your Chi­ 
nese help. 
B etter live on a loaf of bread 
and canned fruit for a feiv days, until you 
can get a w hite cook, than to keep a C hina­ 
m an in y o u r em ploy a t this tim e. [Cheers.] 
T his is no tim e to talk of inconveniences, 
but a 
tim e 
for prom pt an d 
im m e­ 
diate 
action. 
If 
a 
com m ittee 
calls 
upon 
you 
and 
says 
“ Discharge 
your 
Chinese 
help,” 
do 
so 
at 
once. 
Don’t argue the question or plead 
inconvenience, or call upon the G overnor 
for help [laughter], but acquiesce like men 
who had feeling lor their fellow-m an, and 
tell the C hinam an to g it! 
W ill you do it ? 
[Cries of “ Y e s; yes."] 
W ell, do so, and 
von will be doing right. 
Do so, and this 
iliing is settled. 
Do so, and it will be one 
act of your life that you will never be 
asham ed of. 
[Trem endous applause.] 
Sparrow S m ith, of the C om m ittee on 
Resolutions, read the follow ing resolutions, 
w hich were adopted w ithout a dissenting 
voice: 
T he people o f th e city o f S acram ento, In m ass 
m eetin g assem bled, am i rep resen tin g th e sev­ 
era l classes o f good citizen sh ip —th e business,

public hav e delegated th e tru st o f conserving 
th e best in te re s a o f all th e people, a n d th e 
preservation ol th e in stitu tio n s of a free gov­ 
ern m en t, such leg station a n d action as shall 
discourage th e re m ain in g am ong us of th e ob­ 
jectio n ab le classes referred to. a n d p rev en t th e 
fu rth er im m igration o f th em to these shores. 
T h ird —A nd we do declare, th a t w h ile such 
m easures a n d acts are being devised, Unit wo 
d iscountenance violence, o r any stops w h atev er 
th a t w ill iufriugc upon th e rig h t to life, liberty, 
a n d protection to pro p erty , o f a n y a n d a ll p er­ 
sons w hatsoever. 
F o u rth —And it is fu rth er d eclared th a t w hile 
such m easures a n d acts are being devised as 
sh all give us th e relief w e dem an d , law fully 
an d peaceably, th a t it is o u r suprem e d u ty to 
em ploy all law fu l m ethods to discourage th e 
resideuce o f th e C hinese in ou r m id st o r th e ir 
fu rth er im m igration in to th e country. 
F ifth —T hat we are m oved to these d elib erate 
conclusions lor th e reasons as follows, to w it: 
1. T hat th eC h in ese laborer a n d general wage- 
w ittner, b eing a com petitor w ith th e w hite 
lab o rer an d artisan , by suclt com petition com ­ 
pels th e la tte r to liv e in a state corresponding 
to th a t o f th e social con d itio n o f th e C hinese in 
o u r m idst. 
2. T h at such a co ndition for th e A m erican 
lab o rer a n d a rtisa n m eans a m ethod of life in- 
co m patable w ith th e recognized d em an d s of 
A m erican citizenship, an d th e consequent d eg­ 
rad atio n o f th a t ciass o f ottr citizens to a level 
not for a m o m en t to lie con tem p lated , a n d th a t 
m ust resu lt in th e reduction o f th e lab o rit g 
classes to a co n d itio n an tag o n istic to o u r en tire 
system o f governm ent. 
3. T h a t th e u n restricted in tro d u ctio n o f C hi­ 
nese in to th e m an u factu rin g in d u stries o f th e 
com m unity results in no t only th e displacem ent 
an d d eg rad atio n o f th e w h ite w orkm an, but 
very soon m ean s t lie disp lacem en t o f th e em ­ 
ployer, since th e C hinese o p erativ e no sooner 
bi cornes sk illed th a n h e becom es a com petitive 
m an u factu rer. 
I. 
T h at th e C hinese can n o t becom e political 
factors in th e econom y o f o u r G overnm ent. 
5. T h at th e C hinese do no t co n trib u te to th e 
m a te ria l prosperity of o u r com m on country. 
0. 7 h a t th ey n e ith e r b u ild hom es, encourage 
th e p ublic school system , arm for th e defense 
o f th e G overnm ent, su stain th e in stitu tio n s or 
form s of A m erican civilization, assim ilate w ith 
o u r people, sh are th e bu rd en s o f g o vernm ent, 
or co n trib u te to th e developm ent ol th e country 
or th e u p b u ild in g o f strong, prosperous, in te lli­ 
gent a n d h ap p y com m unities. 
7. T h at by th e ir vices, th e ir personal habits, 
an d th e ir ad h eren ce to sem i-barbarous system s, 
th ey are in cap acitated to becom e factors in th e 
physical and in te lle c tu al com position o f a free 
S ta’e. 
S. 1 h a t th ey arc alien to o u r en tire system of 
g o v ernm ent, an d rem ain such, su b m ittin g to 
o u r law s only u n d e r protest, a n d establishing, 
w henever th e y can , th e ir ow n trib n n als. an d 
enforcing th e decrees th ereo i in v iolation o f the 
law of th e lan d . 
‘J. T h at th ey encourage a n d co n stan tly p rac­ 
tice th e m ost d eg rad in g form s of h u m an slav­ 
ery , an d by th e ir vices co n tam in ate o u r youth, 
an d w eaken th e scn sib ili'ies o f th e people re­ 
garding th e m ost vicious o f practices. 
W herefore, lor th e foregoing, an d o th e r re a ­ 
sons o f eq u al force, w h ich w e refrain from re­ 
citin g only because o f th e ir perfect fam iliarity 
to th e people, a n d th e len g th th ey w ould en tail 
upon th is report, w e do 
Kcsolvc, T h at th e people o f th e city of S acra­ 
m ento, h ere assem bled in m ass m eeting, u n ite 
in form ing a n organization to be k n ow n as th e 
“ C itizens A nti-C hinese A ssociation o f S acra­ 
m en to ," an d th a t a com m ittee on p erm an en t 
organization be ap p o in ted to rep o rt to a n ad ­ 
jo u rn e d m eetin g to be h eld on th e 18th in stan t; 
an d 
Jiesolretl, T h at we do advise such com m ittee 
to report a system w h ich w ill provide a pian 
w hereby p e rm a n e n t com m ittees sh all lie ap ­ 
pointed to go on t am ong th e d irect em ployers 
o f C hinese an d am ong the business m en, farm ers, 
m erch an ts an d m an u factu rers o f th is city and 
S tate, w ho, d irectly o r in d irectly , h a n d le goods 
m ade by C hinam en. T hese com m ittees sh all use 
th e ir influence to have-such C hinese em ployes re­ 
placed by w h ite w orkers, an d such Chinesc- 
m ade goods rep laced by those m ade by w hite 
labor. We w ould fu rth er advise said com m ittees 
to provide for an “ intelligence b u re a u .” w here 
w h ite dom estics m ny be secured w ith o u t cost 
to em ployer or e m p lo y e ; also, a b u rean o f in ­ 
form ation w here w h ite w om en w ho are p re­ 
p repared to do lau n d ry iu g m ay register th e ir 
nam es for th e inform ation ol those w ho desire 
to give th em em ploym ent iu preference to Chi­ 
n ese w ash-houses. 
We firm ly believe th a t a system such as re ­ 
ferred to in these resolutions, if n ade g en eral 
th ro u g h o u t th e sta te , is th e m ost effective a n d 
only present rem edy against th e C hinese evil, 
am i therefore earn estly recom m end th e early 
callin g o f a State C onvention at S acram ento to 
devise w ays a n d m eans for th e m ore com plete 
solution of th is very im j>ortaut subject. 


YVm. T anner addressed the m eeting at 
length. 
H e sa id the w orkingm en of the 
city were pleased to see th e business m en 
and m erchants taking such an active part 
in behalf of the laboring m en. 
H e said 
he had called at the Sacram ento F lour 
M ills and asked tor em ploym ent. 
T he 
m anagers said, " We are turning off labore s 
j and are not taking any on.” 
" B ut,” said 
the speaker. “ I see you have Chinese enx- 
I ployed.” 
*’ Yes.” the reply was, “ and we 
1 have got to keep them .” 
T here are httn- 
dreds of goyd, honest m en w ith fam ilies 


in this city, and unm arried m en as well, 
w ho are suffering for the necessaries o f life 
sim ply because they cannot get em ploy­ 
m ent. 
It w ould be a great boon to them 
if they were allow ed to take the places now 
occupied by the Chinese. 
They w ould 
work if they could get em ploym ent, and 
God know s how had they need it. 
W e 
w ant to m eet the business m en h alf way, 
and we have done so to-night. 
W hen the 
business m en go w ith us the Chinese will 
have to go from us. [Applause.] 
Judge W. A . H enry said lie was in full 
sym pathy w ith the m ovem ent, and hoped 
to see th e country rid of the undesirable 
elem ent. 
It was a fact patent to all, th at it 
is the greatest curse in this country, w hich 
we call th e land of the free and the hom e 
of the brave. 
It has kept grow ing and 
growing, u ntil it is an evil of such gigantic 
proportions th a t it m ust be m et. 
H e was 
glad to see the m erchants and w orking 
classes united upon this subject. It should 
no longer be handled w ith kid gloves. 
The Chinese are to be found in every 
county, city, tow n 
and ham let in the 
State. 
T heir Josh houses are built in 
the shadow s of the tem ples of our fathers, 
and they bow dow n to idols. 
A wooden 
god, however, is good enough a god for a 
Chinam an. 
[Laughter.] 
T heir quarters 
are th e m ost disreputable and disease- 
breeding in our cities, and their houses of 
prostitution a disgrace to the age in w hich 
we live. [Cheers.] C hinatow n in this city, 
w hat is it? 
It is unhealthy, im m oral, in ­ 
fectious, nauseating to the sm ell, an eye­ 
sore to our vision, and th e m ost irferñ al 
nuisance upon the face o f God’s footstool. 
[Im m enseapplause.] 
It is true, and you 
all know it. 
I like law and order, but 
don’t w ant it too slow. 
[Cheers.] 
I, as a 
citizen of Sacram ento, am proud of this 
m eeting. T his will be the m eans o f letting 
the people throughout the State know that 
th e law -abiding citizens of this com m u­ 
nity realize the im m ensity of this evil, and 
are terribly in earnest, 
J. I). Jost said lie was glad to see such a 
large anti enthusiastic m eeting, representa­ 
tive of all classes of the com m unity. 
He 
hoped m uch good w ould result."

laboring m an had felt th e effect of this 
evil 
for m any 
years. 
A fter aw hile

v, e are able to present a solid front. O rgan­ 
ized labor held a Convention in San F ran ­ 
cisco last week, and discussed this m o­ 
m entous question. 
T he K nights of Labor 
of this city will m eet in this sanie hall to­ 
m orrow (Friday) night, and our represent­ 
atives to th a t Convention will give a report 
of their stew ardship. 
E m inent speakers 
will 
be 
present, 
and 
everybody 
is 
invited. The K nights of Labor represent 
the result of th at Convention. T he w ork­ 
ingm en of Sacram ento are divided—one is 
an incendiary branch, the other conserva­ 
tive. 
If they are incendian- we m ust ex­ 
cuse them , for th ey have been trying to 
agitate th is m ovem ent. 
Organized labor 
takes in all classes of labor. 
It w as said 
th at business m en should come forward, 
and not let it he controlled by those classed 
as incendiaries. 
I am glad this m eeting 
was called.

Grove L. Johnson—I am heartily in ac­ 
cord w ith any m ovem ent, w hether it is 
legal or illegal, th at will get rid of the 
Chinese here, and am in favor of building 
a w arm fire around the State, an d burn 
every one th at tries to get in.

I believe in peaceful m easures. T he peo­ 
ple of the Pacific coast are only a sm all

T his m atter can 
be settled by law ful and peaceable m eans. 
T he agitation is
